Reader, 

He true intent of this Catechiſm i to inftru# Men in 
the Duties and Principles of Chriſtianity ; it contaims 
no jejune Notions, to ſcare Perſons of whatſoever Perſwa- 
ſion from reading it ;, it being only a brief Compendium of 
thoſe Duties which are ſcattered in the Scriptures. I con- 
feſs it was chiefly intended for the Benefit of the younger 
Sort, that they might be early acquainted with therr =_ 
from the Scriptures, which are able to make them wiſe 
unto Salvation: but I am bopeful it ſhall alſo prove of 

general uſe. 

I am not ignorant how it is now become a Faſhion to al= 
ledg Scripture- Authority for the Defence of every Opinion, 
be it never ſo monſtrous. But this Cheat being ſo eaſily 
diſcovered, I am perſmaded Men will not rejed+ the plain 
Do@rines of Scripture. I have not made uſe of contro- 
verted Texts, neither have I impoſed my own Comment 
upon any Man's Belief. In the Firſt Part I bave very 
briefly laid down only thoſe Principles that are undoubtable 
among## the beſt reformed Part of Chriſtendom, and which 
very fairly conſiſt with the Pradice of Yertue and Morali- 
ty. IntheSecond Part I have laid down thoſe Duties, 
which every Man's Underſtanding will tell him are un- 
queſtionable, they being indeed tbe plain Duties of Mora- 
lity ;, of which I may ſay, as it ts, Luke 10. 28. This 
do, and thou ſhalt live. As for thoſe private Devotions 
in the cloſe, I bave laid them down in Scripture-Expreſſi- 
ons, becauſe the Stile of the Holy Ghoſt is undoubtedly the 
futteſt for ſpiritual Services; ſo that I may ſay of it, as 
David of Goliah's Sword, there is none like it. 

[ ſhall conclude with my Advice to Parents and Chil- 
dren. Parents, ſurely it is your Duty to provide for the 
Education of your Children, Under the old Diſpenſation, 
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Parents were commanded to teach their Children dili- 
gently the Statutes and Commandments of God : Aud 
this 1s expreſſed in the New Teſtament, by bringing 
them upin the Nyrture apd Admonition of the Lord. 
It was the Advice and Counſel of the wiſe Man, Prov.
